“Sira. the British Government 
is profoundly disappointed by 
your letter of August 24. . Tau 
write of the conditions of the 
meeting between us ae though 
no meeting had ever taken place. 

“I must remind you, there- 
fore, that when I asked you to 
meet me six weeks ago I made 
no prelfminary conditions of any 
sort. You came to London on 
that Invitation and exchanged 
views with me at three meet- 
ings of considerable length The 
proposals I made to you after 
those meetings were based upon 
full and sympathetic considera- 
tion of the views which you «x- 
pressed. They were not made in 
any haggling eptrit. On the con- 
trary, my colleagues and I went 
to the very limit of our powers 
in endeavoring to reconcile Brit- 
ish and Irish interests. Our 
proposals have gone far beyond 
all precedent and have been ap- 
proved as liberal by the whole of 
the civilized world—even in 
quarters which had shown sym- 
pathy with the most extreme of 
the Irish claims they are regard - 
ed as the utmost which the em- 
pire can reasonably offer or Ire- 
land expect. 

Criticised as Too Liberal. 

“The only criticism of them I 
have yet heard outside Ireland is 
from those who maintain that 
our proposals have overstepped 
both warrant and wisdom in 
their liberality. Your ietter 
shows no recognition of this, 
and further negotiations must, I 
fear, be futile, unless some defi- 
nite progress is made towards 
acceptance of a basis. 

“You declare our proposals in- 
volve the surrender of Ireland's 
whole national tradition and re- 
duce her to subservience. What 
are the facts? Under the set- 
tlement we outlined Ireland 
would control every nerve and 
fiber of her national existence. 
She would speak her own lang- 
uage and make her own religious 
life: she would have complete 
power over taxation and finance, 
subject only to an agreement for 
keeping trade and transport as 
free as possible between herself 
and Great Britain, her best mar- 
ket. 

“She would have uncontrolied 
authority over education and al! 
the moral! and spiritual interests 
of her race; she would have it 
also over law and order, over 
land and agriculture. over condi- 
tions of labor and industry, over 
the health and homes of her peo- 
ple and over her own defense. 

Free in Every Respect. 

“She would. in fact. within the 
shores of Ireland be free 
every respect of national activ- 
ity, national expression and na- 
tional development. The states 
of the American union, sovereign 
though they be, enjoy no such 
range of rights. 

“Our proposals go even fur- 
ther. for they invite Ireland to 
take her place as a partner in 
the great commonwealth of free 
nations. united by allegiance to 
the King. 

“We consider these proposals 
completely fulfill your wish that 
the principle of government by 
consent of the governed should 
be the broad and guiding prin- 
ciple of the settlement which 
your plenipotenaries are ‘o ne- 
gotiate. That principle was first 
developed in England and is the 
mainspring of the representative 
institutions which she was first 
to create. It was spread by her 
throughout the world and is now 
the very life of the British com- 
monwealth. 

“We could not have invited 
the Irish people to take their 
place in that commonwealth on 
any other principle. and we are 
convinced that through it we 
can heal old misunderstandings 
and achieve an enduring part- 
nership as honorable to Ireland 
as to the other nations of which 
the commonwealth consists 

Can't Accept Premises. 

“But when you argue that the 
relations of Ireland with the 
British empire are comparabie 
in principle to those of Holland 
or Belgium with the German 
empire. I find it necessary to re- 
peat once more that those are 
premises which no British Gov- 
ernment. whatever its complex- 
jon. can ever accept. 

“In demanding that Ireland 
should be treated as a seperate 
sovereign power, with no alieg!- 
ance to the crown and no loya!- 
ty to the sister nations of the 
commonwealth, you are advanc- 
ing claims which the most fa- 
mous nationalist leaders in Irish 
history, from Grattan to Parnell! 
and Redmond, bave expiicitiy 
disowned. 

“Grattan, in a famous phrase 
deciared that ‘the ocean  pro- 
tests against separation and the 
sea against union.’ Daniei 
O’Cennell, most eloquent per- 
haps of all the spokesmen of 
the Irish national cause. pro- 
tested thus In the House of 
Commons tn 1830:

—er. It ts playing with phrases 
to suggest that the principle of 
Government by consent of the 
governed compels recognition of 
that demand on our part, or 
that in repudiating it we are 
straining geographical and his- 
torical considerations to justify 
claim to ascendancy over the 
Irish racc 

“There is no political prin- 
ciple, however clear, that can be 
applied without regard to limita- 
tions imposed by physical and 
historical facts. Those limifta- 
tions are as necessary as the very 
principie itself to the structure 
of every free nation: to deny the 
principle itself to the structure 
of every free nation: to deny 
them would involve the dissolu- 
tion of all democratic states. It 
was on these elementary grounds 
that we called attention to the 
governing force of the geograph- 
teal propinquity of these two 
islands and of their long and his- 
toric association. despite the 
great difference of character of 
the races.

At Office Day Before Death. 

Dawson died suddenly at 2:30 a. 
m., July 26, at the family residence. | 
At the time of his death it was stated 
that he had been under the doctor's 
care for some time, although he was 
at his office the day before his death. 

Dawson was under treatment of 
Dr. H. M. Voris. who says his ail- | 
ment was diabetis. When Dr. Voris | 
went to Crocker, Mo., on a trip, he 
delegated Dr. R. F. Stanton to look

Dawson became ill Mrs. Dawson said | 
she telephoned to four doctors, but | 
none arrived before his death.

HBESE large volumes, ampiy il- 
ds justrated and attractively bound, 

have as their companion books 
four volumes of biography, mostiy 
of persons now living. The histori- 
cal volumes are full of interesting 
material, the author apparentiy hav- 
ing given preference to the periods 
before the present generation. While 
there is a chapter on Missouri's 
part in the war, and reference to the 
ratification of the prohibition and 
suffrage amendments, the work 
lacks any detailed political history of 
the State in recent years. 

The revolution of 1896 within the 
State Democracy. resulting from the 
free silver movement, is not men- 
tioned, though the defeat of Rich- 
ard P. Biand for the presidential 
nomination in that year is recorded 
Neither is there mention of the later 
epheaval within the Democratic 
party which brought about the nom- 
ination and election of Joseph W 
Folk as Governor in 1904. The book 
ignores the “Mysterious Stranger = 
incident of 1904, when the Stat 
cast its electoral vote for Roosevelt; 
and the State’s vote for Taft in 1908 
The Harding landslide and the elec- 
tion of Hyde in 1928 are toid. Govs 
Stephens, Folk and Major are men- 
tioned only incidentally, and Go\ 
Hadley not at all 

Chapters on “Classics and Vernac-

ize that if he only parked his car within 
the time limit, and drove away, there 
would be a dozen cars ready to occupy 

e space he vacated. 
T apether problem. Suppose the curb 
was lined with cars: (and it always is) in 
front of several business houses in the 
block, and a& load of merchandise was 
waiting to be unloaded, where would you 
push these parked autos? 

Department stores have about five or 
six entrances. If they allowed their fronts 
to be blocked with autos all day long, 
how could anyone being driven to one of 
these places get there. Suppose you 
would want to let them off in the middle 
of the street and endanger their lives 
with some reckless driver. 

The parking signs are there because 
they are necessary. Before you can get 
one, you must prove to the Street, or 
Building Commissioner, that it is essen- 
tial and the city installs them. I heartily 
agree with my Parking Friend that the 
. city has no right to rent or lease streets 
’ ¢o taxi or service drivers and think this 
law should be repealed. READER.

However plausibly the coal operators defend their 
position the fact remains that they are maintaining 
an industrial status by force.

It may be 
granted that this baronial status cannot be main- 
tained by any other means, but that does not justify 
it. On the contrary, it condemns it. 

It is trite to say that violence begets violence, but 
it is a truth which men of high position and larger 
affairs than the West Virginia coal operators either 
do not acknowledge or refuse to recognize.

It means 
war in a coal camp. 

Sooner or later the coal-mining industry of West 
Virginia will have to be reorganized on an American 
basis and operated on American standards. The 
semifeudalism of company houses, company stores, 
company regulations and control must yield to the 
fundamentals of democracy by which people largely 
order their personal affairs. The industrial autocracy 
of the coal mines must pass. 

It must pass, for two reasons: First, West Virginia 
is in the United States. Second, this is the twentieth 
century. 
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EDUCATE THESE CHILDREN.

It is difficult to understand or find excuse for the 
delay of the Board of Education in providing for the 
instruction of the feeble-minded children who are 
inmates of the city sanitarium and the seeming re- 


and the raising of unconvincing objections. An edu- 
cational organization which fails to provide for the 
children who, by reason of their infirmity, are most in 
need of being provided for, can hardly hape to justify 
itself. 

There are 65 of these children who are physically 
able to attend school and mentally able to receive 
instruction. Director of Public Welfare Schmoll 
made two futile efforts to have the Board of Educa- 
tion provide instruction for them. The board de- 
murred on the ground of the expense of special ar- 
rangements and the “bad precedent” of erecting a 
school building on city property. 

Nelson Cunliff, the new Director of Public Welfare, 
has determined, if the Board of Education will not 
send education to these unfortunates, he will send 
them where they can get education, and has asked 
Supt. Maddox to designate schools which they may 
attend, but has not received an answer. 

It is not a question of the city assuming the State’s 
burden. Provision is made for the State to pay $750 
a year for the education of any group of 10 feeble- 
minded or backward children. 

Director Cunliff will not lack support of strong 
public sentiment in his efforts to obtain for these 
children the same opportunity for education, to the 
extent of their capability of acquiring it, as is af- 
forded to healthy children with sound minds. 
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PRESERVING A LABEL. 


The Woman’s Christian Temperance Union has a 
label not to be lightly abandoned now that the or- 
ganization has reached its goal. There is scarcely 
anyone beyond childhood in the United States who 
has not heard of the W. C. T. U. Those four letters 
thus punctuated are worth millions, and the W. C.

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THE BEGINNING OF THE END. 

Another crisis in the rental situation is at hand. 
Arbitrary advances exceeding even the extortions of 
last spring are reported. Notwithstanding the busi- 
ness depression, wage cuts and unemployment, the 
way of the rent profiteer is ruthless. 

But there is a sign of the beginning of the end. 
“For rent” signs once more are beginning to make 
their appearance. While 215 is a small number of 
new dwellings for the summer in a city of the size 
of St. Louis, yet it is a gain over the 86 of last sum- 
mer. The jump in the number of permits issued for 
flat and apartment buildings also is significant. Last 
year for the three summer months only one such 
permit was issued. This year there were 31. That 
number of apartment buildings will take care of a 
good many families. It should be remembered also 
that these figures do not include the building being 
done in the county. 

Relief for the building famine is now definitely in 
sight, and it is the only kind of relief that can be 
permanent—more building. Normalcy in the material 
market, which ought to be fostered by pending State 
and Federal suits, would bring us rapidly to the point 
where service and not shameless rapacity would again 
govern the rental field.

THE MUSINGS OF THE JUNKEBS. 

The old Berlin stadium witnessed a strange spec- 
tacle the other day. While thousands of World War 
veterans marched before a reviewing stand occupied 
by Counts, Commanders and a sprig of faded royalty, 
an immense crowd looked on, coldly, almost sullenly. 
The same crowd completed its demonstration of lese 
majeste by yawning through a vehement hymn of hate. 
The promised day “when we will stand together for 
Kaiser and fatherland” evoked no response from the 
vast assemblage that even declined to uncover to 
“Die Wacht am Rhein.” 

Yet this ignored prophet may comfort himself in re- 
flecting that we have had many a Cassandra. And 
Ludendorff and Von der Goltz and Prince Eitel Fried- 
rich need not despair. Despite an ungrateful populace 
things are working well for them. Have they not al- 
ready captured a stronghold infinitely more formida- 
ble than fatal Verdun? 

The signing of the separate ‘peace between Germany 
and the United States, that consummation so long 
devoutly wished for by the junkers, is now an accom- 
plished fact. The terms, from the junker observa- 
tory, are beside the point. The treaty is the thing. 
The United States has turned its back upon its former 
allies. That treaty of Versailles, wtieh Germany 


refused to sign at all—let the former allies enforce it 
if they can. Henceforward Uncle Sam goes it alone. 
Perhaps, in the mutation of things, the United States 
will effect a new alignment—a partnership, say, with 
the Central Powers. 

Such speculations are permissible to the drooping 
dignitaries that watched the remnants of Germany’s 
young manhood trudge by the reviewing stand. May 
not hope even penetrate the arcana of Doorn and in- 
trigue the exile of Pinchbeck Napoleon with dreams 
of future strutting and glittering gawds to be?

Having won everything, do the bitter-enders 

find the end sweet? 
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Politics are not as well, understood as they 
ought to be. It is not therefore likely that many 
people will see in the separate peace with Ger- 
many a political objective lying 20 years be- 
yond. Yet this is precisely what it has all been 
about. As a consequence of the Civil War the 
party now in power held an almost uninterrupt- 
ed sway for more than half a century. It only 
lost its hold when its own leaders fell out and 
divided the support of the*big corporate in- 
terests fattened by those amazing tariffs de- 
vised by McKinley, Payne, Dingley and those 
other political exploiters of the people who went 
so far af times that even the late Mr. Carnegie 
disclaimed industry's need of the protection it 
got. In the last presidential campaign the ma- 
jority of the victorious party was in excess of 
seven million votes. That represented a divi- 
sion which a political party might well capital- 
ize, and the Republicans did capitalize it with 
the separate treaty. It must be understood that 
not everybody in the United States was on the 
side of the allies. The Versailles treaty was 
worth something politically to the Republicans, 
and they availed themselves of the opportunity. 
That is the significance of the separate peace. 
The Government of the United States is a big 
prize, and they are not children who play for 
it. The political business of the party in power 
is to hold in its ranks the people who ‘were 
against the Versailles treaty not because of 
Shantung or the League of Nations, but because 
it imposes upon Germany the burden of the 
loser. That is not a very nice business, per- 
haps; but politics are not concerned with nice- 
ties. They are concerned with results.

INFANTILE PARALYSIS. 
NFANTILE paralysis is present 
in this city at practically all 
times, as it is no doubt in every 

metropolitan city. Usually ths

three quarters of a million people. 
Recently, however, quite a num- 
ber of cases have appeared in New 
York and in some of our neighbor- 
ing States, so that a mention of this 
disease is apropos at this time. 
| Unfortunately, infantile paralysis 
| is one of the few diseases that have 
| baffled medical research from the 
standpoint of cause and the meas- 
ures of protection available are 
largely general. The disease is evi- 
dently not contagious, that is, a 
child does not contract the disease 
from exposure to another @hild in 
the manner that diphtheria and 
scarlet fever are contracted.
